One of the goals of the Society 
is to encourage Native American youth to see the importance of professional 
natural resource management, to continue their education in order to seek de- 
grees in natural resource management, and. ultimately, to pursue careers in the 
natural resource fields. The Society believes in a re-awakening of the tradi- 
tional values of Native-to-environment relationships that are needed for tribes 
to make effective and sound natural resource management decisions. 

The program provides an academic experience in a mountain youth camp envi- 
ronment.

Colorado participating in classroom ses- 
sions. field education, recreational activities, field trips, traditional methods, 
and. most important, interaction with professional, cultural and spiritual people. 
A unique aspect of the program is the use of Native American professionals 
who are active in the field and. even more important, the invaluable teachings 
from Tribal Elders. 

The Summer Youth Practicum is open to incoming 10- 12th grade Native stu- 
dents who are interested in the preservation, protection, and enhancement of 
natural resources. Students must be in good physical condition as physical 
activities are a part of the Practicum.

The Program Director, Rene Hagler, 
shared stories of famous people who 
were once in foster care. The list 
included a full gamut of people from 
Business, Government, Sports, Music 
and Movies. One famous business 
man who spent time in foster care is 
Steve Jobs, the funder of Apple Com- 
puter. Foster children who were later 
involved in government include for- 
mer First Lady Eleanor Roosevelt and 
current US Senator (and Native 
American) Ben Nighthorse Campbell 
who was also an Olympic athlete. 
Other sport stars who were formerly 
foster children are Babe Ruth and 
Billy Mills. 

In the world of entertain- 
ment, former foster children can be 
found in the music business and in the 
movies.

Then, to wrap up the 
ceremony, participants were joined by 
guests from Four Winds Early Head 
Start and Childcare programs to re- 
lease blue balloons. The balloons 
carried the wishes of all participants 
that foster homes can be found for all 
the children who need them.

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Indian Reservation Roads, 1st Projeet underway, 
near eonipletion for Pow -wow 

The first phase of the loop road project began resulting in new entrance roads to the pow - 
wow' grounds and the parking lot of the Chena building. 


Tribal members may have noticed the work in 
progress and the improvements made to the 
parking lot and area near the Chena building. 
On February 4, 2009, the Iowa Tribal Business 
Committee adopted a resolution authorizing an 
agreement between the BIA and Lincoln 
County Commissioners to complete a road 
improvement project. This is known as the 
Chena Community Building Loop Road Pro- 
ject. On February 23, 2009, Lincoln County 
Commissioners approved the cooperative 
agreement. 

The scope of the project includes the re- 
construction and asphalt overlay of 4 1/2 miles 
of county roadway surrounding the tribal com- 


plex. A new and enlarged parking lot for the 
Chena Building was also included. 

The initial cost was estimated to be 1 .6 million 
dollars. The tribe's share of federal BIA funds 
and County funds are being used to fund the 
project. No tribal funds are being used in this 
project. 

The project is being completed in two phases. 
Phase I includes the widening and an asphalt 
overlay of 1/2 mile section of the county road 
that provides access to the Chena building; a 
new Chena building parking lot containing 100 
parking spaces, with security' lighting: a new 
access road to the parking lot; and a graveled 
parking lot for the sports complex area. June 


18. 2009 is the completion date for Phase I. 
Phase II includes the widening and asphalt 
overlay of 3 1/2 miles of county roadway that 
surrounds the tribal complex; a new asphalt 
road through the tribal campground area: an 
asphalt overlay of the sports complex parking 
lot; and the planning and construction of a new 
parking lot for the tribal Aviary. Planned com- 
pletion of Phase II is December. 2009. 
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
